Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an agreement was 
reached, or any other comments: The proposed amended claim 7 was reviewed and applicant points out that the heat 
conducting layer and the conductive layer in the application are interconnected in a predetermined pattern on the 
substrate. Both layers are linked to the connector part, which is different from Harrah et al. (see Harrah fig. 6). 
Examiner agree with the different in the design. However, claim 7 does not claim these limitations in the proposed 
amendment .
